The Governor and Couu.nl make Smith’s 
majority for senator from eastern Hamp¬ 
den one, the same as returned to the news¬ 
papers. It is possible Mr. Brown may dis¬ 
pute the couut and claim an elect ion, in 
which case the matter will have to be de¬ 
cided by the legislature. 


The trustees of Amherst College have 
decided not to admit women to that insti¬ 
tution. Are the managers afraid of intro¬ 
ducing progressive ideas into that seat of 
learning? By the way Gov. Campbell of 
Wyoming expressed his opinion strongly 
in favor of woman suffrage in his message 
on the 9th ult. He says “women have 
made good jurors and honest, competent 
office-holders.” Why cannot they make 
good college students? 


The mayor question is exciting consid¬ 
erable interest in Springfield. Mr. Smith 
retires to go into the senate, and Mr. John 
M. Stebbins is prominently mentioned for 
his place. A large number of the leading 
men of Springfield were to hold a caucus 
last evening and nominate Mr. Stebbins, 
who has signified his willingness to serve. 
But what is to become of the editor of the 
Union, who has been waiting for the may¬ 
oralty these eight or ten years, and who 
hoped .to sail in under the auspicious 
breezes of the Butler ring? Is the ring 
going to be ungrateful and desert him now? 


After his reception at New York, last 
week, Alexis, the Russian grand duke, 
proceeded to Washington where he was 
received by President Grant, who gave him 
a hearty welcome to this country. The j 
visit was devoid of all pomp, as the recep¬ 
tion of anyone by a republican president 
should be. The visitors were dressed, (as a 
witty reporter expressed it) ”in the full re¬ 
galia of the imperial court." The Duke 
will probably remain in New York until 
Dec. 5th, when he will visit Boston, Albany 
and Montreal, and thence to the Western 
and Southern States. He will probably 
pass through Palmer on the 7th of the 
present month, on his way to Boston. 


Boston is very much scared for fear New 
fork parties will purchase the Hoosac 
Tunnel, as there is a proposition before the 
Governor and Council to take it off the 
hauds of the State. The newspapers of 
Boston are iu a peck of trouble, for fear 
if the Tunnel is sold the Hub will have to 
be dependent on New York. We can only 
hope that there is a chance to sell out this 
great bore, and that the coming legislature 
will make a bargain as soon as possible. 
There are other people in the State besides 
those who live in Boston, and they do not 
want to be taxed to sustain that city. We 
have no idea, however, that anybody is in 
earnest in this matter. It is well known 
that the contractors are already demanding 
extra compensation, alleging that they suf¬ 
fered loss from the injury to the railroad 
by a storm in October 1869, and it is not a 
bad thing for them to have a scare got up 
just before the legislature meets. We con¬ 
fess that the project looks like a cat under 
the meal, as it is hardly possible that a man 
can be found even in New York who is 
fool enough to purchase such an elephant. 


The old saying that “you should never 
put all your eggs in one basket” holds good 
even when applied to life preservers on 
steamboats, as was illustrated in the disas¬ 
ter to the City of New Loudon, recently, 
near Norwich, Ct. It is certain that 
there were one hundred and fifty life pre¬ 
servers on board, enough to have saved ten 
times as many persons as were on the boat. 
Yet these necessary articles were stowed 
in a place where they could not be got at 
after the fire broke out. That.was a fatal 
blunder, for which there is no excuse. We 
have noticed on many steamboats that the 
life preservers were scattered all about the 
boat, and passengers driven from one part 
would be sure to find means of saving 
themselves in another. On all passenger 
boats, chairs, lounges, and various kinds 
of furniture should be arranged for life 
preservers, so that it would lie impossible 
for passengers to lack means ol escape. 
On the New London the boats were so 
placed that they could not be reached after 
the fire broke out, and the passengers had 
to throw themselves into the river within a 
few feet of the shore and be swept down 
by the tide. With a single boat or a few 
life preservers every life might have been 
saved. 

Vermont Vigor. —The wife of Mr. Al¬ 
fred Forbes of Swanton, Vt., presented 
her husband with a fine boy last Friday. 
The father is only 83 years old. 


Dumb Animals Fair. —Nearly all the ar¬ 
rangements have been completed for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals Fair, 
whicli is to be held at Horticultural Hall, 
Boston, from the 5th to the 16th of Decem¬ 
ber inst. Each table at this fair is to bear 
the name of some animal or bird, and the 
proceeds are to be devoted to the humane 
work of the society. Contributions of all 
kinds are solicited, as will be seen by 
their advertisement this week. The music 
for the fair will be furnished by Gilmore’s) 
and the Germaiua band, each playing on 
alternate evenings. The object is a good 
one, and the fair promises to be a success. 


Barber's Itch. —It is comforting to those 
who get shaved at barber shops to learn 
from scientific medical men that the bar¬ 
ber’s itch is one of the most loathsome dis¬ 
eases iu the list of eruptive disorders. It 
can be communicated by combs, brushes, 
towels, lather, razors and even the chair 
seats of the barber shop. A New York 
physician says that when it once gels hold 
of some persons they can never escape 
from its effects till they rest in the grave. 
It is a species of syphilis, which, on enter¬ 
ing the blood, stirs up all latent humors and 
ends in consumption if not in some inflam¬ 
matory disease. 

An Interesting Place. —Pioche, a 
mountain mining camp in Nevada, is a 
cheerful place. Water sells at six cents 
per gallon, one half of the 1200 population 
have been in the State prison, and the rest 
ought to be. Of forty-one graves in the 
cemetery, only two were filled by death 
from natural causes. The rest all died 
with their boots on, either shot or cut 
down. One six-shooter is the smallest 
armament for each settler. 


Bursted. —Five fashionable weddings 
have been “bursted” in New York within a 
few mouths, by the bridegroom failing to 
put in an appearance at the critical mo¬ 
ment. On the last occasion all the rest of 
the party were assembled in church. 
Next day homo sent word he had changed 
his mind. 

A Youthful Rogue. —The Denver, 
(Colorado) News gives an account of the 
manner in which young Hine, who robbed 
(he Mahaiwe Bank at Great Barrington, 
Mass., of $25,000, spent his funds while en 
route to California. 

“From Kansas city to Denver, he trav¬ 
eled in company with three young men, 
strangers to him, and paid -all their bills. 
While in Denver* lie lived iu high style 
scattering money far and wide, giving 
costly presents to females, and supporting 
many male companions. Inviting new- 
made friends to his room he would take 
from his trunk a package of greenbacks, 
which he said contained about $23,000, and 
assured his guests that he had plenty of 
funds. He.was continually incmiriOK for a 
good business location, announcing a dozen 
times a day that he had $23,000 to invest. 
This lavish expenditure set the detectives 
on his track, aud after spending about 
$1,800, he was arrested in, San Francisco. 
He had changed his name three times, aud 
probably flattered himself that lie was safe 
from detection. 

A Happy Family'.— A few days ago a 
sweet and gentle creature in Harrison 
County, Pa., knocked her mother down 
with a rolling pin, and in turn was choked 
by her father until her tongue huug out of 
her mouth. In a short time mother and 
daughter recovered and pitched into the 
old gentleman with rolling pin and table 
forks, nearly mining his arm with the lat¬ 
ter. The daughter then threw all the dish¬ 
es out of the window, raising a general 
imbroglio, shook Rer fists, and asserted 
that she would put a head on any man. 


Accounts from Havana show that Cuban 
volunteers have maltreated Americans and 
driven them from the city. The American 
cousul at Havana telegraphed on Monday 
to Washington for protection, and the 
cabinet immediately ordered an armed fleet 
of four vessels to proceed to the assistance 
of consul-general Biddle, and the American 
residents on the island. The commanding 
officer has received instructions in case the 
Cuban volunteers strike down the life and 
property of American citizens to first de¬ 
mand apology and reparation. If they are 
refused then he is required to open his 
guns on the city of Havana. Little is known 
here of the immediate events which have 
compelled the Consul-Generai to nppeal for 
assistance; but the condition of affairs with 
Spain arising out of the Hornet difficulty 
I aud the treatment of Americans in Cuba is 
sufficiently shown by the diplomatic corres¬ 
pondence to warrant the Government in 
the startling course it has taken. 


It is announced in London that Russia 
is arming on a gigantic scale, with the in¬ 
tention of going to war with Austria. 
Austria has concluded an alliance with 
Germany, so that if the Russians go to war 
they will have to fight the victorious forc¬ 
es of Prussia. This may all be a dream 
of the London prophets, yet such an out¬ 
break is foreshadowed by the course which 
Russia is taking. 


A Great snow storm has occurred ou the 
western plains and among the rocky moun¬ 
tains. At Atla City, snow is ten feet deep, 
and at last accounts was still falling 
and blowing. Several snow slides have 
occurred in the mountains,by which a num¬ 
ber of lives have been lost. At "the West 
winter has set in in good earnest, and if the 
weather there foreshadows what is coming 
here we must expect a rough time of it.

Singular Railway Accident.— An en¬ 
gine standing on tiie Monmouthshire Rail¬ 
way, near Newport, England, was being 
cleaned, when the firemen perceiving a 
train approaching from behind, and that a 
collision was inevitable, jumped oft’. Tlie 
lorce of the blow opened the valve, and 
started tlie locomotive. Between the 
point of departure and where it was finally 
arrested, are no less than fifteen gates. 
1 lirough every one of these the runaway 
engine crashed, in some cases shivering 
them to atoms, in others doubling them up 
like paper, in two or three instances car¬ 
rying them clean away. One was so taken 
a mile and a half. Besides the gates, sig¬ 
nal posts, telegraph posts, and signal box¬ 
es all along its erratic course were destroy¬ 
ed or very badly’ damaged. After running 
about eight miles, it finally got ofl’ the 
track, and ran into an embankment, where 
it was caught. Strange to say, the engine 
was very little injured.
